R | REYNOLDS ADMITS 
HE'D BEEN DRINKING 


American, on Trial in London, 
Denies Knowing Auto 
Hit Cyclist. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 24.—The defense 
of Richard Joshua Reynolds, 
wealthy 23-year-old American, on 
trial for manslaughter growing out 
of an automobile fatality, opened 


today. » 


Norman Birkett, representing the 
son of the late founder of the 
Reynolds Tobacco Co., announced 
that the defense would maintain 
that young Reynolds was not intox- 
icated at the time of the accident. 
He declared that five drinks which 
Reynolds had before the accident 
contained alcohol, which was only 


“the equivalent of three large whis- 
kies.”” Evidence would be pre- 
sented, he told the jury, to show 
that Reynolds was sober after these 
drinks. 

Victim Died Three Days Later. 

Arthur Graham, a motor cyclist, 
was struck by an automobile al- 
leged to have been driven by young 
Reynolds on the night of May 14. 
He diéd three days later. 

Reynolds, on the stand, described 
his stay at a hotel in Hurdley the 
day of the accident. He said he 
had played darts with some Oxford 
undergraduates when rain prevent- 
ed the golf game they had planned. 
He had taken five drinks called 
“Pimm’'s No. 1 cup” at the hotel, 
but took nothing else on the return 
trip to London, he said. 

“On the drive to London I ran 
once on the footpath beside’ the 
road. I saw two blinding, glaring 
headlights approach me.-I dimmed 
my lights but got no response,” 
Reynolds declared. ‘I pulled well 
over to the left and then felt a 
violent skid and a jar and came to 
rest facing a hedge. I looked to see 
what had caused the jar. saw the 
curb and went on to London.” 

Reynolds added that he had not 
seen a motor cycle or a man and 
that he did not know a collision 
had occurred. 

Doctor Said He Was Drunk. 

Reynolds told of his arrest fur- 
ther along the road. Taken to a 
police station, he tried to be friend- 
ly to the police doctor, he said, but 
the latter seemed to be in bad hu- 
mor. “I asked him if he wanted 
me to walk in military or civil 
fashion,” said Reynolds. “I tried 
to give him a military walk. He 
said, ‘In my opinion, you are 
drunk.’ ” 

The next day Reynolds learned 
for the first time, according to his 
testimony, of the injury to Graham. 
When advised to provide medical 
aid, he testified he responded: “] 
will do anything for the injured 
man. I will go up to £500.” 

On cross-examination Reynolds 
was asked if Ronald Bargate, his 
companion in the car, was drunk. 

“It is very hard to say,” Rey- 
nolds replied. “When he’s sober 
he looks drunk.” His remark 
caused much laughter.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—In a 
forinal statement President Hoover 
announced late today that the con- 
struction of three cruisers included 
in this year’s naval building pro- 
gram would not be begun until 
there had been an opportunity for 
full consideration of their effect 
upon the final agreement for naval 
parity which he said he expected 
to be reached between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. 

Praises Premier's Statement. 

The President declared he had 
read with “real satisfaction the 
statement of Prime Minister Mac-| 
Donald, made today in the House 
of Commons. 

Hoover declared the American 
people were “greatly compliment- 
ed’’ by Premier MacDonald's pro- 
posed visit and that he would find 
a universal welcome in the United 
States. 

MacDonald, the President said, 
has introduced “the principlé of 
parity, which we have now adopt- 
ed, and its consummation means 
that Great Britain and the United 


States henceforth are not to com-' 
pete in armament as potential op- | 
ponents, but to co-operate as | 
friends in the reduction of it.” 

Asserting that he could not but | 
be responsive to the principles | 
enunciated by MacDonald, Mr. 
Hoover declared the United States 
joined the British Premier in his 
efforts toward disarmament in the 
same spirit. 

Delays Building Cruisers, 

“Mr. MacDonald has indicated 
good will and positive inten- 
tion of the British Government by 
Suspension of construction of cer- 
tain portions of this year's British 
Naval program,” Mr. Hoover said. 

“It is the desire of the United 
States to show equal good will in 
our approach to the problem. 

“We have three cruisers in this 
year’s construction program which 
have been undertaken in the Gov- 
ernment navy yards, the detailed 
drawing for which are now in 
course of preparation. 

“The actual keels would, in the 
Ordinary course, be laid down 
some time this fall. _Generally 
Speaking, the British cruiser 
strength considerably exceeds 
American strength at the present 
time and the actual construction of 
these three cruisers would not be 
likely in themselves to produce in- 
equality in the final result. 

“We do not wish, however, to 
have any misunderstanding of our 
actions and therefore we shall not 
lay these keels until there has 
been an opportunity for full con- 
sideration of their effect upon the 
tinal agreement for parity which 
ive expect to reach, although our 
hopes of relief from construction 
lie more largely in the latter years 
of the program under the law of 
1923.” 

Borah Urges Armament Cat. 

Commenting upon the formal 
ratification today of the Kellogg 
anti-war treaty. chairman Borah of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee declared the world naval 
situaion to be a serious challenge 
to that pact. 

Upon his return from the White 
House ceremony putting into effect 
the treaty, Borah declared the 
“next meeting that these nations 
should have should be a meeting 
to reduce their fightin machines 
and to cut down these armament 
burdens,” 

He exressed gratification over 
news advices from London that the 
British Labor Government was 
moving for naval reduction. At the 
same time the Senator noted: that 
America and Great Britain were 
spending billions for navies and 
declared: “‘Navies are fighting ma- 
chines: they are built in anticipa- 
tion of war.”

The buyers went aboard. the 
schooner, then off the coast, raid 
the money in fifty and hundred 
dollar bills and took away the 
liquor. Capt. Wentzell of the Edith 
Newhall, went to a bank in Mahon 
Bay with $15,000 of the currency, 
and was informed that the notes 
were spurious. 


COOLIDGE IN CAPITAL FIRST 
TIME SINCE HIS RETIREMENT 


Arrives by Train Alone to Partici- 
pate in Kellogg Pact Cere- 
monies, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Calvin 
Coolidge returned to the capital 
today for the first time since he 
turned over the presidency to Her- 
bert Hoover. He was here to wit- 
ness the ceremonies in connection 
with the putting into effect of the 
Kellogg pact. 

Traveling alone as any other pri- 
vate citizen, he was almost un- 
noticed by persons in the station, 
but he did not arrive unwelcomed. 
His former secretary, Everett San- 
ders, was awaiting him as was 
George Akerson, secretary to Pres- 
ident Hoover; Col. Campbell 
Hodges, the White House military 
aid, and Col. E. W. Starling of the 
White House secret service, who 
had been assigned to him for the 
day. Mr. Coolidge warmly greeted 
Francis Robinson, veteran White 
House chauffeur, who drove him 
to the Willard Hotel. 

Mr. Coolidge wore a dark blue 
suit and a plain straw hat. A re- 
minder that he still fishes was 
found in a bandage on his left 
wrist, a souvenir of a slip while 
after trout. He removed this ban- 
dage shortly after his arrival at 
the hotel. 

He had been at his suite in the 
hotel but a little while before 
frank B. Kellogg, who served as 
his Secretary of State, and was co- 
author of the Kellogg’ treaty, 
called. From then until the hour 
the former President left to go to 
the State Department there was a 
steady stream of visitors. 

Col. James F. Coupal, who was 
the White House medical adviser 
during Coolidge’s administration, 
dropped in and said afterward that 
the President was “hard as a 
rock” and apparently in even bet- 
ter health than when he left the 
presidency. 


WOMAN FAILS TO DECLARE 
IMPORTS; HAS TO PAY $21,885 


Wife of Minneapolis Man Fined by 
Collector of Post; Had 32 Pieces 
of Baggage.

She 
was met at the pier by her hus- 
band, a wealthy business man of 
Minneapolis. She had 32 pieces of 
baggage and when they were 
opened for examination, the Cus- 
toms officials noticed gowns, fur 
pieces and dingerie which appeared 
to be far in excess of the value 
marked in the declaration. The 
trunks were sent to the appraiser's 
stores. 

The foreign value, plus the duty 
and the 100 per cent fine imposed 
by Collector Philip Elting. amount- 
ed to $21,885, which was paid by 
Dittenhoffer Thursday.

PASSAIC, N. J., July 24. — The 
Hobart Trust Co. and its two 
branches, the Service Trust Co. 
and the Merchants’ Bank, were 
closed today by th; State Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance. 
Frank H. Smith, commissioner of 
the department, ~nnounced' tha 
discovery of impairment to the 
extent of $300,000 and the fact 
that the banks were being operated 
at a loss ‘caused the shutdown, 

Word of the action spread quick- 
ly through Passaic and its adjoin- 
ing municipalities, and crowds ‘f 
depositors gathered :t the closed 
doors. There was no disorder, 
however. 

Acting Prosecutor Dunn of Pas- 
saic County will go tefore’ the 
grand jury Friday with evidence 
of alleged criminal acts in the con- 
duct of the New Jersey Bankers 
Securities Co., holding concern 
which controls the three Passaic 
banks. He will also lay before 
the grand jury facts concerning the 
kidnaping of Willard H. Elliott, 
former’ vice president and treas- 
urer of the Hobart tervice Trust, 
who disappeared a month ago and 
returned six days later to repo-t 
he had been abducted for some 
reason connected with his position 
at the bank. 

40 Witnesses Called. 

Dunn said he had subpenaed 40 
witnesses to appear before the 
grand jury. 

Members of the Passaic Clear- 
ing House expressed the opinion 
that the assets of the three banks 
were sufficient to pay off the de- 
positors. They said the banks were 
closed for the protection of the re- 
maining funds. 

The closing of the banks was the 
first shutdown of a State bank in 
New Jersey in 16 years, 

The New Jersey Bankers’ Secur- 
ities Co. last year was the subject 
of a searching inquiry by the Davis 
legislative committee, which was 
created to investigate the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance, 
but which later turned its attention 
to holding companies owning bank 
stock. The results of the investli- 
gation included the forced resigna- 
tion of Harry Weinberger, presi- 
dent of the concern, and reorgani- 
zation of the board of directors. 
Former United States Senator Ed- 
ward I. Edwards, chairman of the 
board, was named the new presi- 
dent. 

One Explanation of Kidnaping. 

Elliott has steadfastly maintained 
that his connection with the bank 
caused the kidnaping. It was ap- 
parent, he told authorities, that no 
harm was meant and that his kid- 
napers meant to hold him only 
long enough for the accomplish- 
ment of some maneuver at the 
Soon after his return the 
board asked Elliott to resign.

Endurance Flights Show 
Man Can Stil Outlast 


Says Robertson 


But Engines Are Coming Along, He Adds, 
Pointing Out That War Time Planes 
Were Overhauled After 60 Hours. 


in the record-breaking 170- 

horsepower Robin monoplane 
could stay up indefinitely provided 
their motaqr continued to function, 
Maj. William B. Robertson, presi- 
dent of the Robertson-Curtiss Air- 
craft Manufacturing Co. which 
made the ship, said yesterday in 
an interview immediately after the 
new record had been established. 

“The ship will quit before the 
wen running it,” Maj. Robertson 
said. “That is a foregone conclu- 
sion. It is no reflection on the 
ship. Simply that human beings, 
thus far. are able to out-endure 
mechanical] power plants. But the 
power plants are coming along. 

“Jackson and O’Brine could stay 
up there irdefinitely. A month. 
Sixty days. But we haven't yet 
reached the point where we can 
expect a motor to stand up under 
continuous .unning that length of 
time. It looks now as if the motor 
will function well up to the 300- 
hour mark. Maybe it will go be- 
yond that. I hope it does. But I 
should not be surprised if it 
reached its limit around that fig- 
ure. 


Tia endurance flying pair aloft 


Then and Now. 

“Think of the old days. Why, 
during the war our airplane mo- 
tors had to be overhauled every 60 
hours. And every 10 hours or so 
we had to slap on a new valve, or 
a new oil line, or change all the 
spark plugs. Motor engineers kept 
on plugging, and by careful motor 
censtruction finally pushed up the 
overhaul life of a motor to 120 
hours. -That was only a temporary 
figure. The motors kept on im- 
proving and recently we've been 
using power plants that do not 
have to be overhauled under 200 
hours. 

“Now, we're testing this Curtiss 
Challenger motor—which is the 
last word in modern motor design 
—and it looks as if the overhaul 
limit will shoot up at least 300 
hours, and maybe beyond. This 
endurance flight is only another 
proof that at last we've got the 
proper materials in our motors. 
Materials were one of the basic 
troubles with war-time motors. 
Now the steel and the aluminum 
bave been refined, we've dispensed 
with water cooling and-don’t have 
to bother about radiator leaks any 
more. 


Life of Motor 1500 Hours. 


“The full life of a motor, with 
necessary overhauls at proper in- 
tervals, is 15090 hours. That may 
be a temporary limit. We don’t 
know. -Almost anything is possible 
in this new world of airplanes and 
motors. At any rate, our power 
plants no longer keep us on pins 
and needies. When we send outa 
ship here, with passengers or mail. 
we don’t worry about the motor. 
That day is past. The motor has 
become a dependable factor. An 
inspection shows whether the 
power plant is functioning proper- 
ly. If it is, we know the ship will 
get there. 

“And even in other endurance 
flights, it has been some = small 
factor—an oil line, or a carburet- 
or—or a few spark plugs, rather 
than a motor gone completely bad 
that has forced the flyers down. 
Up to now, we've never really had 
a complete, thorough-going motor- 
endurance test. We feel that when 
Jackson and O’Brine come down 
they will have got the utmost out 
of their power plant. 

“Of course much depends on the 
pilots. Jackson and O’Brine were 
chosen out of dozens of possible 
pilots. We knew them as good 
flyers and as individuals gifted 
with unusual ‘horse sense.’ They've 
certainly functioned admirably up 
there, using their heads all the 
time. Several times daily, Jack- 
son goes over that motor, 


While Motor Whiris. 


“He tightens loose bolts, if any. 
He changes plugs. Makes sure that 
his exhaust pipes are tight. Yes. 
the motor is going all the time, and 
the propellor keeps on whirring 
close to his head.” 

Maj. Robertson. in response to 
questions, described the ‘“cat- 
walk,” the'slight scaffolding on 
either side of the motor of the St. 
Louis Robin, and on which the 
flyers walk, stand or lie down as 
they effect motor repaira To 
change spark plugs in the two 


lcwer cylinders of the Robin's six- | 


; 


cylinder motor, the flyer must lie 
down, brace himself, and virtually 
“hanging by his toes,” work with 
his hands about three inches from 
the speeding propellor. 

“The motor is equipped with two 
magnetos,” Robertson continued. 
“That was another gain in motor 
construction when they were add- 
ed. They fly on one magneto for 
an hour or two hours, and switch 
to the other. If a ‘mag’ goes bad, 
they cut it out of the motor circuit, 
and while runnin. on the second 
‘mag,’ repair number one. 


Future Possibilities. 


“It is conceivable that, in later 
endurance flights, ships will go 
aloft powered with two motors and 
will stay up there 1000 hours (41 
days) or even longer. Human be- 
ings have shown they can live 
aloft almost indefinitely, provided 
they plan intelligently beforehand. 
Jackson and O'’Brine were in ex- 
cellent physical trim when they 
went aloft. Physicians had exam- 
ined each man. We are looking 
forward to the medica] report on 
them when they come down. 
believe their blood pressure will 
have gone up, but we don’t know, 


| 


Our physicians think, their pulses 


tray have speeded up, because of 
the vibration. We don't know. 
That medical report will be part 
ct the important data on the flight. 
The two men thus far have shown 
no indication they are ‘slowing up’ 
physically. On the contrary, their 
contacts for refueling the last two 
days have been almost perfect, 
which means that the ship is un- 
der absolute control and that the 
two men in the 8t. Louis Robin 
are ‘clicking’ efficiently. 

“Further, the notes written bs 
the two flyers show they are in 
good spirts, an indication of good 
physical condition. The human en- 
durance problem, or this flight at 
least, doesn’t seem to be a prob. 
lem at all. It’s al! up to the 
motor. If it kept on batting for 
500 or 600 hours, Jackson and 
O’Brine would be with it just the 
same.” | = 

Endurance flying is a terrific 
strain on the ears and the nervous 
system. The continuous pounding 
of the pi_tons, the unbroken ba k 
of the big ship’s exhaust, and the 
constant vibration would undermine 
a layman's constitution in short or- 
der. But Jackson and O’Brine, a:r 
veterans, are accustomed to thete 
things. The engine that roars and 
coughs in their ears 24 hours e: -‘y 
day—that has vented noisy vibra- 
tions at them unceasingly for 12 
days—is an old story. It is no more 
to them than boiler shop bedlam 
is to the boiler maker. Like steam- 
ship stok2r who live below decks 
for days, the two men have become 
acclimatized to a temporary «nd 
extremely noisy mechanical hom>. 
Many flyers have imperfect hear- 
ing. due to continued flying. It Is 
expected that both Jac-son and 
O’Brine, after days of motor din, 
will be temporarily hard of hear- 
ing. 


Describes Life in Air. 


Maj. Robertson told of the life 
aloft of the two flyers. They take 
turns at the stick, each man pilot- 
ing the ship for four hours at a 
stretch. The man relieved usually 
climbs onto a rubber mattress, 
atop the gasoline tank to the rear 
of the passenger scat, and stretches 
full lengtb in sleep. If anything 
goes wrong with the motor, tho 
“off man is waked and climbs out 
on the catwalk to effect repairs 
It is estimated that the flyers are 
getting from eight to 10 hours 
sleep in 24 hours, 

Every morning. before refueling, 
Jackson makes a careful motor ir- 
spection. The men receive two 
meais daily—a hearty breakfast *f 
ham and eggs. coffee. toast: and an 
evening meal usualiy of ronst 
chicken and potato -alad. O'Hrin* 
consumes two packrges of ciga- 
rettes daily. and Jackson has two 
cigars. The inspec.ions, Maj. Kot. 
ertson pointed out, and the vigor- 
ous work of refueling. and of re- 
ceiving supplies, give cach man 
“plenty of exercise.” 

Endurance tlighta, Maj. Robert- 
son said, are vital to aviation for 
two reasons—their scier.tific im- 
portance, and the public interest 
they stir. 

“When this flight ts finished,”

This is tBe twelfth day in the 
air for Jac§gon and O’Brien. At 
4:17 p. m. they had completed 273 
hours aloft, exceeding by more 
than 26 hours the former record 
of 246 hours, 43 mimutes, set by 
Loren Mendell and Roland RKein- 
hart in the Angeleno. at Culver 
City, Cal., July 12. 

The flyers have remained within 
view of persons at the field con- 
tinuously since breaking the re- 
cord. Rules governing such con- 
tests require that the landing must 
be made at the same field from 
which the start was made. As the 
baroograph in the plane is thought 
to have run down, it is necessary 
that the plane be within sight or 
hearing of officials all the time. 
Jackson and O’Brien keep their 
circle of flight weil within the es- 
tablished gliding ratio of seven feet 
of glide for every foot of altitude, 
a necessary precaution to assure 
their reaching the field in the event 
the engine of their plane stops sud- 
denly. 

Escorted Over the City. 

Yesterday, their eleventh day in 
the air, was an eventful one for 
the flyers. The old record at 
which they had peinted their 


plane since July 13, slipped be- 


hind the wash of their propeller 


at 2:01 p. m. Half an hour before - 


the record was broken the Robin 
with an escort of eleven other 
planes flew over the city, while 
groundlings stared aloft from win- 
dow and sidewalk. 

Having set a new official record 
at 3:01 p. m., National Aeronautic 
Association rules requiring that the 
former record must be exceeded by 
at least an hour, Jackson and 
O’Brine chugged merrily on, and 
a short time later sent down an 
order for supper and a fresh sup- 
ply of fuel. Among the m essa ges 
tucked into the flyers’ dinner pail 
last night was one from the Cur- 
tiss Aeroplane & Motor Co., makers 
of the Challenger engine of the 
Robin, announcing that they will 
receive $100 an hour for each hour 
in excess of the former record.

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SNOOK ON TRIAL 
FOR MURDER OF 
WOMAN STUDENT 


Prospective Jurors Asked if 
They Favor Death Pen- 
alty — Wife at Side of 


Former Professor. 


By the Associated press. 

COLUMBUS, O., July 24.—In a 
court room crowded with women 
spectators, James H. Snook, vet- 
erinarian, once a member of Ohio 
State University faculty, went on 
trial today, charged with the first 
degree murder of his student par- 
Miss Theora Hix. 

Questioning of tentative jurors 
was along routine lines, with the 
prosecution asking them if they 
had any scruple against inflicting 
the death penalty. 

About 175 persons, most of them 
woinen, filed quietly into the 
court room. Nearly 300 more were 
turned away. 

Snook’s wife sat quietly at his 
side. She has affirmed her faith 
in her husband, who is alleged to 
have beaten Miss Hix on the head 
with a hammer, — slashed her 
throat and left her body on a 
rifle range near here last June 9. 

First reference to insanity and 
self defense came with the ques- 
tioning of Miss Edith Dysinger. 
Miss Dysinger, a retired registered 
nurse, was questioned specifically 
as to wether she would follow the 
instruction of the Court regarding 
the determination of legal insanity 
without being influenced by any 
medical view point she might have 
obtained from her study of nurs- 
ing. ‘The self defense angle was 
injected by a direct question as to 
whether the prospective juror con- 
siderea a person justified in using 
such means as 4re necessary to 
save his life. During the ques- 
tioning Snook took notes of what 
transpired. Miss Dysinger was 
seated as juror No. 1. 

Four women and three men had 
been selected as tentative jurors 
when court adjourned this after- 
noon. 

Snook’s attorneys said his efforts 
to escape conviction would be based 
on a plea of self defense and emo- 
tional insanity. In his confession 
the former professor said the kill- 
ing followed a jealous quarrel] in 
which the girl opposed his leaving 
town with his wife and small 
daughter. 

The defense will be based partly, 
it was announced, on Snook’s 
statement that the girl meant to 
kill his wife and child. E. O. Rick- 
ets. chief of defense counsel, with- 
drew a request for a sanity heur- 
ing Monday after outlining his de- 
fense. He asserted more evidence 
bearing on the veterinarian’s men- 
tal condition could be introduced at 
his trial than before a sanity jury. 

Prosecutor Chester said Snook’s 
signed confession would be sub- 
mitted in evidence, despite defense 
assertions that the document, ob- 
tained after 16 hours of question- 
ing was without value. The prose- 
cutor also held the statements of 
two newspaper men who talked 
with Snook after he confessed. 
They said he reiterated his admis- 
sions.

Lawry added that he would re- 
ceive $26,000 a year salary as 
president of Neet, Inc., the suc- 
cessor to the Hannibal Co.

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MOVIES OF PAPAL 
PROCESSION FORBIDDEN 


Photographers Are Trying to 
Devise Means of Circum- 
venting Vatican Order.

ROME, July 24.—The small 
army of movie camera men who 
have flocked to Rome to make 
films of tomorrow ceremonies ‘n 


surprised by orders forbidding the 
carrying out of their plans. 

The prohibition against film op- 
erators recording the Papal cere- 


letin printed on the front page of 
Osservatore Romano. It forbids 
anyone to take motion picture ap- 
paratus either into the . Vatican 
state or into St. Peter's Square. 
The order was issued in accordance 
with the Pope’s expressed wish 
that no motion pictures be made 
of the procession. 

No sooner did the cameramen 
learn of the order than they be- 
gan scheming how to outwit the 
authorities. There is a scramble 
among them now for permission 
to set, up their cameras in win- 
dows on Rusticucci Square, which 
adjoins St. Peter’s Square but :s 
not on papal property. Most of 
these windows however belong to 
prelates who would not disregard 
the Pope’s wishes. Others are ur .- 
der control of the Governor cf 
Rome who is distributing tickets 
to vantage points permitting a 
clear view of the ceremonies only 
to people he knows personally and 
can guarantee to the police. The 
Governor of Rome is taking min- 
ute precautions for the YDope’s 
safety and no householder may 
give entrance to anybody of whom 
the police do not approve. 

All doors to buildings around 8t. 

Peter’s Square will be closed and 
controlled by the -police for an 
hour before and during the cere- 
mony. The movie operators, 
therefore, will have little chance of 
getting vantage points to which the 
authorities do not wish to admit 
them. 
There is one big building owned 
by a famous restaurateur, which 
would be vailable to the film op- 
erators, but unhappily for them, 
all its windows and balconies face 
the bulky pillars of Berini’s Col- 
lonnade, around which the papal 
procession” will pass. Little be-' 
side the pillars themselves. are .vis- 
ible from the windows. 

Some of the camera men have 
been credited with plans to set up 
their apparatus on the roof of the 
Collonnade tonight. They have 
eivdently forgotten that full moon 
will make every inch of the roof 
visible from the windows of the 
papal apartments.

Just now St. Mary’s probably is 
not boasting so much about Sam 
—or ‘let us say Joe for the re- 
mainder of the. yarn. Joe, it is 
true, went out and got himscif 
the welterweight ring title. He 
attracted plenty of attention by 
knocking out Mickey Walker and 
then wresting the crown from 
Steve Latzo. 

Since that time Joe has gone 
back to some of his pre-St. Mary 
instincts. He has had himself 
thrown out of the ring. haled 
into court, deprived for a time 
of his guarantee and, to crown 
all the ignominy, beaten twice 
by the same man. He was even 
knocked out by two fighters— 
Eddie Roberts and Young Jack 
Thompson. 

Not so good, one might de- 
duce. And yet, strange to say, 
in spite of all this, Joe is still 
the welterweight champion of 
the world in certain of these 
United States and in Europe, and 
will get $50,000 tomorrow for de- 
fending his honors against Jackie 
Fields in Detroit. 

But the cap sheaf to Joe’s hu- 
miliation comes now: Although 
Dundee is still champion, the 
betting odds favor Fields to beat 
him in the ratio of about 9 to 65.

An Unsavory Record. 
UNDEE’S case is truly a 
strange one. Here is a fight- 


er of real merit who preferred 
the shady byways of the game to 
capitalizing his championship in 
the open. 

This is not intended to convey 
that Joe got himself beaten or 
knocked out, in order to make 
money. He wanted, rather, to 
get by, gathering in the kale as 
easily as possible,. taking 10 
chances and few risks. For ex- 
ample his best bet was to take 
on some opponent of merit, but 
at a weight that would not put 
the title in jeopardy. On one oc- 
casion the result was a knock- 
out by Dundee himself. On two 
others he was beaten. by the 
same Bostonian, Al Mello. 

Nevertheless, except for those 
states adhering to the National 
Boxing Association—more pow- 
er to them—Joe is stili cham- 
pion of the world! 

According to all reasonabie 
conjecture he will not long hold 
the honor, for in Jackie Fields 
he is meeting a clever, fast, 
young and hard-hitting foe. If 
Joe survives the Detroit engage- 
ment he will surprise a lot of

folks. But Joe is a wise old 
head and he may have enough 
left to.stall off Fields for the 
limit. And he is a good “moncy 
fighter.”

Most Unpopular Champion. 
[STORY recotds no more un- 
popular champion than Dun- 
dee. If he were a heavyweight, 
his position would be intoler- 
able. Dundee became champion 
on June 3, 1927. Since that time

“Pinky” Mitchell. His purse was 
held up, but the court, after a 
law suit, finally restored it to 
him.

He had scored two 
brilliantly impressive victcries at 
Belmont Park in June, and then 
came the sale that ended in the 
lawsuit. Harry F. Sinclair made 
the purchase on the recommenda- 
tion of his trainer, S. C. Hildreth, 
and it Was generally agreed that 
the chief reason for paying $100,- 
000 for the colt was in order that 
he might be in the same stable as 
Grey Lag. then a 3-year-old that 
Hildreth was racing for his em- 
ployer. He did not want to race 
the son of Star Shoot against this 
brother of Man o’ War, and the 
only way to prevent such a meet- 
ing was to have Playfellow in the 
same stable, 
But He Had Bad Habits. 


At the time there were many 
who agreed that even the big price 
of $100,000 was not too much or 
the colt. But Playfellow proved a 
rank failure racing under the Sin- 
clair silks. He did finish second 
to a stable mate Knobble, in the 
Carlton Stakes, but in a later ef- 
fort all he could accomplish was 
to finish last in a three-horse race. 

He only started twice for Sin- 


suit which set forth that Playfellow 
“cribber’”’ but a 
“windsucker”’ at the time of the 
purchase, that this pernicious habit 
accounted for his bad showing, and 
that it had been concealed by the 
seller at the time of the purchase, 

Whether the habit was a bar to 
the racing usefulness of Playfel- 
low may always be debated by 
horsemen, but the fact remains 
‘that when he was raced by John- 
son later, both as a 4-year-old and 
then as a 56-year-old, he was never 


'returned the winner. 


To the average man cribbing or 


wind-sucking means nothing, but 
the result of this lawsuit would, of 
course suggest that it was some- 
thing heinous to set aside such a 
sale. But it is only one of the bad 
habits of the horse, and only one 
of the habits that at times work a 
serious harm in the racing uscful- 
ness of a thoroughbred. 


Explanation of Cribbing, 


To describe cribbing it must first 
be borne in mind that a horse nor- 
mally breathes through its nos- 
trils, but the cribber is the .-.orse 
that by prying his mouth open is 
enabled to suck wind through his, 
mouth into his stomach. The wind- 
sucker is the horse that has be- 
come so expert in the habit that he 
does nof even need the help of a 
projection to pry his mouth ope: 
He is able, by curling his lips back, 
to suck the wind through his teeth 
and obtain the same result. 


The addict to this habit has his 
thrill in the cool air passing into 
the stomach, and it is possible for 
a horse to bring about many dis- 
orders by the practice, though 
there have been various cribbers, 
and even wind-suckers, that have 
also been useful and cven great 
race horses.

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KANSAS CITY FIXED FARES 
IN “CONTRACT-ORDINANCE” 
BUT CAN’T ENFORCE CONTRACT 


Gave Promoter J. K. Newman 30-Year Fran- 
chise Two Years Ago, Thinking to Gain 
Home Rule—Now City Finds 
State Still Controls.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 24.— 
Street car riders and city officials 
of Kansas City onty recently ‘awoke 
to a realization of just what hap- 
pened to them when they made a 
contract with J. K. Newman and 
his corps of expert street railway 


reorganizers two years ago. They 
gave the Newman group a 30-year 
franchise in the innocent belief 
that the beneficiaries of the fran- 
chise would stand by a contract 
agreement in it for an 8-cent car 
fare. d 

They thou;ht the\franchise gave 
them home rule over transporta- 
tion. Now they find it gave the 
State control. 

With the franchise contract only 
two years old, the Kansas City 
Public Service Co., the Newman 
company, is before the Missouri 
Public Service Commission asking 
for a maximum 10-cent fare, and 
the Missouri Supreme Court has 
blocked the efforts of City Coun- 
selor Barker to hold the company 
to its contract. 

The city administration told the 
car riding public of Kansas City 
that it had made an iron-clad con- 
tract for an 8-cent street car fare, 
and it is now doing its poor best 
to make good on its promise. How- 
ever, it realizes that under the de- 
cisions »f the Public Service Com- 
mission and the Courts the city, 
having granted a franchise, is 
powerless, and that the Comun.is- 
sion has full authority to fix the 
street car fare without regard to 
any contract in that franchise. 

How Newman Managed It. 

Newman, who terms himself a 
“professional reorganizcr,” seeking 
for a street railway company in 
distress and in need of cxpert as- 

sistance, sighted the Kansas City 
railway company in 1919. It was 
drifting toward receivership, un- 
doubtedly needed help, and New- 
man saw his way clear to grant it, 
and at the same time pick up a 
pretty penny for himself. 

For approximately $1,900,000 he 
acquired something more than $:2,- 
500,000, par value, of desirable se- 
curities in the company. The fol- 
lowing year it went into the hands 
of receivers, and five years later 
it emerged from receivership with 
the Newman group in control. 

The franchise of the old com- 
pany at that time had 19 years of 
life, but machinery toward obtain- 
ing a new franchise was started. 
The public of Kansas City wus 
told, even as the public has been 
told in St. Louis, in the effort of 
the Newman company there to get 
a new franchise, that with the 
franchise expiring at such an 
“early” date it was impossibie for 
the company to finance itself. 

“The company is desirous of 
making improvements to give 
Kansas City high class strect car 
service,” the public was told in ef- 
fect, “but it cannot do so unless 
it can get money and it cannot get 
money unless the life of the fran- 
chise is extended.” 

Extension of Franchise. 

The City Council thereupon 
voted an extension of the _ fran- 
chise for 12 years. This extension, 
however, did not go into. effect, 
the filing of referendum petitions 
suspending it. Failing there, the 
company started in to get a 
straight-out 30-year franchise, in 
which it was successful, the city 
administration accepting at face 
value the representations that 
money to make the needed im- 
provements could not be obtained 
without a new franchise. 

The city administration knew, 
of course, Ahat the courts had held 
that a public utility could not be 
held to a specific rate set out in 
a franchise, and it turned its best 
legal minds to trying to find a 
way to get around the holding of 
the Supreme Court, and when the 
franchise came out as a finished 
product it was accepted by the 
city as legally sound. 

It set out specifically that the 
fare was to be 8 cents, two tokens 
for 15 cents, 10 for 70 cents or 
15 for $1. There was a provision 
that if at any time the operating 
costs of the company increased as 
much as $100,000 in one year, the 
company then could apply to the 
proper authorities for a higher 
fare, but that if the increase was 
less than $100,000 it should be 
considered of no moment? 

The Clincher That Did Not Hold. 

But it was not upon this clause 
of the franchise that the city au- 
thorities relied to hold the fare to 
8 cents. They thought they had a 
-iuch stronger p’ovision than that. 
It dealt with the valuation of the 
property. 

“Roth parties hereto (meaning 
the city and the street railway 
company) agree,” the franchise 
provided, “that the first and pri- 
mary purpose in the making of 
this contract is to secure to the 
public first-class, modern street 
car service and concurrently but 
subordinately thereto to allow and 
accord to the company. as coOm- 
pensation therefor, opportunity 
to earn and receive the rgtes or 


yan earning of $2,000,000 a year 


‘and accounting departments. This 


fares for such public service ac- 
cording to the schedule or rates 
of fares and agreements in re- 
spect thereto which are herein 
specified and provided for. 

“In any proceedings or action 
or heari: ; therein or thereon, 
whether such proceedings or 
action be instituted by the City 
or Company, before any Public 
Service Commission or court or 
regulatory body vested by la 
with authority and jurisdiction 
thereover, :. shall be as strongly 
effectively and conclusively pre- 
Sumed as the law does or may 
permit that the specific schec- 
ule or rates of fare * * * will 
and shall be sufficiently com- 
pensatory and constitute a fair 
and just return to the owner of 
the said property. 

“By acceptance of this ordi- 
nance and the franchise thereby 
granted, the company admits the 
foregoing st.tements of facts to 
be true and shall thereby be held 
to stipulate, covenant and agree 
that this is its mature and te- 
liberate acmission and the pre- 
sumption therefrom that such 
revenue may and can be earned 
as aforesaid shall have the 
greatest possible force permiss- 
able by law or allowable by a 
trier or determiner of disputed 
fact.” 


Thought 8-Cent Fare Fixed. 


That was supposed to be a 
clincher, wound about with all the 
legal phraseology necessary. The 
city said to the public: ‘‘We have 
not attempted to fix fares. ‘Ve 
have just got an agreement with 
the street car company that it will 
be satisfied with whatever return 
the 8-cent ‘ure brings In. We have 
their word. They are honorable 
gentlemen.” 

In effect the fares were based 
unon the expectation that an §&- 
cent fare would give the company 


on a valuation of $25,000,000, 
which was agreed to. after many 
months of negotiations, during 
which the City had contended the 
property of the company had an 
actual value of not to exceed $20,- 
000,000, and the company had con- 
tended for a valuation of $35,- 
000,000. 


The preparation of the ordin- 
ance was principally the work of 
Alfred N. Gossett, a member of 
the Special Franchise Committee 
of the City Council, a lawyer of 
high standing in Kansas City. 

“I have not abandoned hope 
that our contract with the com- 
pany will stand up,” he said today 
in discussing the situation. “I can 
say this. If it doesn’t then there 
isn’t any language which could be 
used which would make a_ good 
contract between a city and a 
utility. 

“The street car company agreed 
to be satisfied with whatever 
amount the $8-cent fare would 
bring in. It agreed to be satisfied 
with the opportunity to earn at 
the rate and it agreed that its 
property was not worth any more 
than the agreed schedule of rates 
would earn a fair return on. 

“Now the company is repudiat- 
ing its agreement.” 

Now Demands 10 Cents a Ride. 

Two years after the company 
had accepted the franchise and 
entered into the agreement, it ap- 
peared before the Public Service 
Commission with an application 
for a 10-cent fare, asking the com- 
mission to make a valuation of its 
property, which it contended was 
worth more than $35,000,000, 
which if true, would entitle it to 
an earning of $2,450,000 a year, 
instead of $1,600,000, which has 
been about its average earning. 

ts soon as the 10-cent’ rate 
schedule was filed, the commission 
made its usual order in_ such 
cases, suspending. the proposed 
new rate pending a valuation of 
the property by its engineering 


proceeding was looked upon by the 
city authorities of Kansas City as 
the first step toward the granting 
of the increase, and Barker ob- 
tained from the Circuit Court in 
Kansas City an order enjoining 
the -commission from taking any 
further proceedings in the matter 
until the courts had had an oppor- 
tunity to pass upon the contract. 

It is Barker’s theory that there 
is a contract between the city and 
the company, and that the com- 
mission has not the right to con- 
strue a contract. 

The Supreme Court, however, 
scemed to think differently. About 
as soon as:attorneys for the com- 
pany could get to the Court, it ts- 
sued an order prohibiting Circuit 
Judge Latshaw érom enforcing the 
injunction. The engineers and ac. 
countants were sent back to the 
company’s offices and the valua- 
tion is proceeding. 

What Happens Under a Franchise. 

Kansas City ran up against a 
number of court decisions, one of 
the most direct being in an opinion 
written two years ago by Judge 
Ragland of the Missouri Supreme

ARIS, July 24.— Ambassador 
Dovgalevsky, Soviet representative 
in France, called on Foreign Min- 
ister Briand today and is under- 
stood to have reassured him that 
Russia would ‘make every effort 
to remain on a peaceful footing 
with China. 

He thanked Briand for France’s 
interest in an attempted peaceful 
solution of the Russo-Chinese dif- 
ficulty, ,but said he regretted 
China had made it hard for Rus- 
sia to proceed, as Briand had sug- 
gested, to direct conversations 
seeking a settlement. 

Norman Armour, United States 
charge d'affaires, called at the for- 
eign ministry for a routine chat 
during which it is understood the 
Russo-Chinese situation was dis- 
cussed casually.

TOKIO, Juiy 24.—Advices from 


Manchuria today indicated that 
Chinese and Russian officials were 
endeavoring to get together at 
Changchun in an effort to ar- 
range a settiement of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway controversy. 

Dispatches from Changchun to 
the Japanese News Agency Kengo 
said Russian Consul General Mel- 
nikov had arrived there unexpect- 
edly from Harbin this morning. He 
was accompanied by the Chinese 
commissioner for foreign affairs in 
Harbin. 

The consul general met Chang 
Tso-hsiang, head of the Kirin 
provincial government and chief 
lieutenant of Chang Hsuch-liang, 
Governor of Manchuria. The con- 
ference Was regarded as a signif- 
icant approach to direct Russo- 
Chinese contact by which a settle- 
ment might be arranged. Several 
other incidents also pointed in the 
same direction. 

The Japanese War Office has 
instructed the commander of the 
Japanese garrison in Manchuria to 
permit the transport of unarmed 
Chinese troops and military sup- 
plies along the South Manchurian 
Railway so long as no actual acts 
of warfare have occurred between 
China and Soviet Russia. 
Manchurian Governors Say Russia 

Has Already Begun War. 
By the Associated Press. 

MUKDEN, Manchuria, July 24. 
—The northeastern provincial gov- 
ernments of China, comprising the 
general political division known as 
Manchuria, consider that Soviet 
Russia already has begun hostili- 
ties. 

A pronouncement issued. by the 
Manchurian Government here says 
that seizure of Chinese river boats 
and freight trains, and dispatch 
of Russian airplanes over Chinese 
territory “apparently will lead to 
a breach of the Kellogg anti-war 
pact.” 

The provincial governments of 
Sheng-hKing, Kirin and Heilenig- 
Kiang, divisions of Manchuria, have 
for more than a year nominally 
recognized the central authority at 
Nanking, but Nanking’s domi- 
nance in Manchurian affairs often 
has been more nominal than real. 
The Moscow ultimatum’ of July 13 
was addressed jointly to Mukden 
and Nanking. 

The pronouncement was signed 
by “the political council of the 
northeastern provinces of China.” 

Issued in English. 

It was dated Mukden, July 22, 
and was issued here in English, 
with the notation that Nanking 
would publish it in Chinese. The 
statement Says: 

“Russia and China being close 
neighbors, their diplomatic rela- 
tions should be friendly. All in- 
tercourse between the two coun- 
tries is regulated by the China- 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
treaty and the Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics-Mukden pact of 
1924 and these should be strictly 
adhered to in order to create mu- 
tual friendship. 

“According to article 6 of the 
China-Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics treaty and article 5 of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics-Mukden pact, both govern- 
ments agreed to be responsible to 
each other for suppressing in their 
respective territories all societies, 
organizations or demonstrations 
detrim@ntai to the safety of the 
other state. Both governments also

LONDON, July 24.—Lady Astor, 
who was born in Virginia but sits 
for Sutton division, Plymouth, in 
the House of Commons, was un-

She finally was told by the pre- 
siding officer he would be glad “if 
the honorable lady would kindly 
keep quiet.” 

The discussion centered about 
removal of various extravagant 
boards of guardians, Lady Astor 
mentioning the word “corruption” 
in connection with some Westham 
guardians. ‘Three _ members * im- 
mediatcly pressed her to name a 


single instance. 

She gave them only a gencral 
answer and was pressed immedi- 
ately to withdraw the allegation. 
She declined to do so and Jack 
Jones, member for Silverton, for- 
mer  builder’s laborer, and a 
Westham Councillor, said it was 
perhaps because she came from a 
country where corruption was 
widely known that Lady Astor 
was so glib about it.

parent, which, at the earnest request of President 
Clarke and his associates, was permitted to take it 
over some months ago for the very purpose of curing 
its financial ills. 

In January, 1928, when the City Utilities Co. of 
Delaware made application for permission, later 
granted, to acquire practice! control of Mr. Clarke's 
company, its petition said: “* * * And petition- 
er is in a position to and will extend from time to 
time such financial and other aid to Public Service 
Co. as may seem necessary and advisable. * * * 
Public Service Co. will have the benefit of the finan- 
cial resources of petitioner and the aid of its compe- 
tent official staff.” 

President Clarke as a witness supporting the peti- 
tion was asked what service the holding company 
could render the operating company, and replied, in 
part: “I have an opinion with respect to the finan- 
cial aid which is concretely illustrated by our ex- 
perience at this very time. It was up to me to 
find additional money to complete our obligations. 
Of course, I knew very well the organization and 
the people who had pooled their stock under the 
name of City Utilities Co., and I went to that unit 
and asked a loan of $1,000,000 on their credit, and 
we got it at 51-2 per cent. I could use that as a con- 
crete illustration of financial aid.” 

Col. A. T. Perkins, former manager of the street 
car lines and then vice president of City Utilities 
Co., in a deposition said that among the objects of the 
holding company would be “to assist through its re- 
sources and credit in providing financial aid to the 
St. Louis Public Service Co. * * * on terms 
more favorable than might otherwise be obtained by 
that company.” 

He was asked if he had not acted in an advisory 
capacity in the various problems that came up for 
solution with respect to the operating company. 

He replied: “Yes. Then, a second class of as- 
sistance has been given in that a great deal of financ- 
ing has been necessary on the part of the St. Louis 
Public Service Co., and if what I believe will have to 
be done in the future, a tremendous additional 
amount of financing will have to be done.” 

Further on he-said: “I believe that as we expect 
to develop it (the holding company) it will be very 
advantageous to the Public Service Co. and to the 
city as well. The recent financial aid is an example

As on that epochal day in 1927 when Lindbergh 
winged his way across the Atlantic, St. Louis yes- 
terday was the cynosure of the aeronautical world. 
For at 3:01 p. m. Forest O’Brine and Dale Jackson 
set a new world’s record for endurance flying, eclips- 
ing the brilliant performance of Loren Mendell and 
Roland Reinhart at Culver City, Cal., which ended 
July 12. Not content with that, the St. Louis flyers 
show no inclination to return to earth with the St. 
Louis Robin, and its Curtiss Challenger motor con- 
tinues to awake purring echoes in the welkin. 

Never was so important a flight begun with less 
ostentation. O’Brine and Jackson went aloft merely 
“to test” a newly developed engine. They had been 
in the air for nearly a week before it became clear 
to the city that this was an extraordinary flight. As 
the St. Louis Robin successively shattered the rec- 
ord of the army plane, Question Mark, the Fort Worth 
and Cleveland flyers, and then crept inexorably 
toward Mendell and Reinhart’s mark, the interest in 
the flight grew intense. Last Sunday Lambert Field 
was choked with spectators, and yesterday the city 
gave vent to its jubilation as the “test” became a 
world’s record flight. 

We congratulate Jackson and O’Brine for their 
skillful handling of the plane, as well as the many 
others who have contributed to the flight’s success. 
We are delighted to note that the unheralded flight 
has received the recognition of the entire world, 
and the Curtiss Aeroplane & Motor Company, the 
Famous-Barr company and others have established a 
handsome purse for the men which will become larg- 
er every hour they stay in the air.

Vermin, as is often pointed 
out, and as is proved in the case of this blacksnake, 
are usually the chief offenders.

The new Dornier hydroplanes put out by 
the Germans carry 100 passengers, have three decks, 
are driven by 12 motors, and carry a ship’s crew of 
12. Some of these fine days one of those great 
planes is to alight on the Hudson in front of New 
York. 

It is hard to keep German imagination and science 
from giving to the Atlantic their giants.

AR threatens the Far East again be- 
W case Chang Ching-hui, Chinese Gov- 

ernor of the Harbin district of Man- 
churia, has seized the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, deposed its Russian Officials, and 
ceported several hundred Russians from 
Manchuria. Moscow has yielded to demon- 
ftrations of patriotic anger by its citizens 
and on July 13 sent an ultimatum to Nan- 
king, declaring that if the Chinese Govern- 
ment did not, within three days, agree toa 
conference for determining control of the 
Chinese Eastern the Russian Government 
would resort “to other means of defense of 
the legal rights of the Soviet Union.” At 
this writing Chinese and Russian troops 
are mobilizing on the Siberian border, but 
both governments are making gestures for 
conciliation.

The present crisis in Manchuria cannot 
be judgeull by ordinary standards of morals 
and international Jaw because morals and 
law are purely academic terms when ap- 
plied to Manchuria. The Chinese Eastern 
Railway was founded in intrigue and has 
been maintained as a weapon of imperialist 
penetration. The Soviet Government ac- 
knowledged the cMim of China to the rail- 
way when it promised in 1919 to return it 
“to the Chinese people without demanding 
compensation of any kind,” but the Rus- 
Sians forgot some of their generosity when 
they contemplated the practical results of 
losing the Chinese Eastern while Japan con- 
tinued in Manchuria. Now their concern 
is not se much with the complete contro) 
of the railway as with the right to use ‘t 
without interruption on equitable terms. 
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Beginning as a Czarist project on Chinese 
territory, the Chinese Eastern was divided 
after the Russo-Japanese War. The south- 
ern part was given to Japan for the South 
Manchurian Railway and the northern part, 
which was exclusively Russian until the 
Soviet revolution, was put under joint Sino- 
Russian control by the treaty of 1924. The 
lines now in dispute run 900 miles across 
Manchuria from Manchuli to Vladivostok. 
with a southward spur from Harbin to 
Changchun. Technically the railway be- 
longs to a Sino-Russian corporation: actu- 
ally its title is so buried in claims anv 
cross-claims of sovereignty that possession 
is ten-tenths of the law. Incidentally the 
road clearéd $8,000,000 in profit last year. 
which fact helps to explain the Chinese 
eagerness to acquire it. What inakes the 
present crisis so significant is that the out- 
coine of the Chinese seizure of the railway 
may create a notable precedent. If China 
can seize a Russian railway with impunity, 
what will she do with Japan and thy South 
Manchurian Railway? Japan would observe 
the Russian discomfiture in Manchuria with 
great delight if she were not haunted by 
the fear that it is a prelude to her own ex- 
pulsion.

Ostensibly the present seizure of the Chi- 
nese Eastern was ordered by the local Chi- 
nese authorities in Manchuria without the 
knowledge of Nanking as part of a cam- 
paign against Communist aggression. but 
the claim of purely local responsibility 
seems doubtful in view of the fact that 
Chiang Kai-shek, Chang MHsuveh-liang of 
Manchuria, and C. T. Wang, China's Foreign

Minister, held an official conference just 
before the Manchurian coup.

As far as the treaty of 1924 goes, both 
sides have violated it. Russia has broken 
iis pledge not to permit the activities of 
any organization “‘whose aim Is to struggle 
by acts of violence against the government 
of either contracting party.”” On the other 
hand, while the Chinese Eastern Railway 
has much political significance, the Chinese 
in 1924 agreed to unite with the Russians in 
adininistering it as a purely commercial en- 
terprise. Now they have seized it by force 
and expelled the Russian employes. Any 
government is certainly bound to protest 
vigirously against such treatment of its citi- 
zens in violation of treaty rights. 

This whole affair of the Chinese Eastern 
is Ominous because of its deeper implica- 
tions. There is no unqualified right and 
wrong on either side. Russia is placed in 
the embarrassing situation of struggling 
on Chinese soil for a commercial enterprise 
that was imposed upon China by force, and 
the Western press has rushed to the con- 
clusion that her objection to Chinese ag- 
gression is prima ‘acie evidence of imper- 
ialist designs. ‘But a fairly convincing jus- 
tificarion of the Soviet Chinese policy can 
be developed by regarding it as defensive 
against Japan and the Western Powers. 
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If Iiussia loses the Chinese Eastern, she 
may be forced to divert her trans-Siberian 
traffic to the circuitous route of the Amur 
Kiver line, which is 570 miles longer than 
the route threcugh Manchuria. Also she may 
lose many commercial advantages that 
spring from control] of railroads in so rich 
a country. Added to these considerations 
on the Russian side is the most important 
one, that with the Chinese troops in Man- 
churia are large bodies of White Russian 
mercenaries who would like to use Man- 
churia as a base for counter-revolution in 
Siberia. One Associated Press dispatch 
from Harbin has even reported that the 
Chinese intend to return the former Czar- 
ist manager, Ostroumove, to the control of 
the railway. Russia cannot contemplate 
such developments without much perturba- 
tion, especially since the Chinese policy in 
Manchuria has been warlike for several! 
months. Diplomatic relations between the 
two governments huve been close to sus- 
pension since the Chinese raided the Soviet 
Consulate in Harbin on May 27 and ar- 
rested 40 persons for spreading Communist 
propaganda.

The most hopeful factor for peace in the 
Manchurian crisis ‘s the attitude of the 
Soviet Government. While angry citizens 
stoned the Chinese Consulate itn Viadivos- 
tok. the official Moscow press has deliber- 
ately played down the affronts to Russians 
in Manchuria because the government does 
not wish to divert the national energy to a 
war for Russian property abroad.

“The City of St. Louis is with- 
out the power to regulate to any 
extent, directly or indirectly, the 
rates of a public utility, or to pre- 
scribe regulations or practices 
which affect such rates.” 

As the Post-Dispatch has shown 
heretofore that is the situation 
when the utility has a franchise not 
when it operates under permit is- 
sued by the city. The Peoples Bus 
Co. in St. Louis operates under a 
permit and the city fixes the fare 
and regulates the service. 

So Kansas City thought it had 
an agreement for an 8-cent fare, 
it believed it was a legal agree- 
ment and was certain it was at 
least a gentleman’s agreement. It 
finds itself just where any city 
which has granted a franchise is 
found, under the jurisdiction of the 
Public Service Commission, which 
repeatedly has held that franchise 
agreements or contract ordinances 
affecting fares are of no effect, 

If the commission finds the value 
of the company’s property in the 
service of the public is greater 
than an amount on which a 7 per 
cent earning ts produced by an 8&- 
cent fare, it virtually is certain to 
put into effect the 10-cent {fare 
asked. 

When seeking a franchise to do 
business on the streets of Kansas 
City, the company had no  hesi- 
tancy in entering into the agree- 
ment. When the franchise was 
granted and it had its vested right, 
it lost no time in taking full ad- 
vantage of its legal opportunity to 
demand higher fares.

Absorbents for Cleaning 
HE absorbents really are the 
T simplest cleaning agents and 
they are the safest. Those most 
commonly used are French chalk, 
magnesium, carbonate, talcum, 
starch, fuller’s earth, cornmeal, 
sawdust and blotting paper. 
They are effectual in removing 
grease spots, blood and ink stains 
and any freshly spilled liquid. In 
fact, they do not always piove sat- 
‘sfactory but all stains that are 
light and freshly made will yield 
to absorbents, and these are harm- 
less to all fibers. 


When using white blotting paper, 
or unglazed paper, lay the fabric 
on this and cover with the same 
paper or with a powder aad apply 
a warm iron; repeat, using fresn 
paper or powder as often as neces- 
sary. 

When using the absorbent pow- 
der place the stained fabric on a 
flat surface and spread the powder 
or meal (warmed) over stzin, then 
rub it around gently so as not to 
displace the fibers. As soun as the 
powder becomes gummy brush tt 
off and repeat the process unt! 
most of the stain has disappearea. 
then apply another Myer of the 
warm absorbent and allow ii to re- 
main overnight or tonyer, then 
brush it off thoroughly. if it is a 
heavy grease spot ii *7ill be necez- 
sary to iron over the paper-coverea 
powder. For a slight staic merely 
apply meal or powder (warm) ana 
let it stand until next day.
